The tumultuous days through 
which this nation has been pas- 
sing make good Americans 
fear for the future of the Re- 
public, 

Assassination of Martin Lu- 

ther King. Jr. a deed shock- 
ing to believers in law and ord- 
er, has been followed by an 
orgy of mob violence unpre- 
cedented in this country's his- 
tory. Great cities, including the 
nation's capital, have been the 
scene of mass looting and fear. 
ful crimes of arson and vio- 
lence. The protest leader, who 
espoused what he called a philo 
sophy of "non-violence," has 
left behind a heritage of vio- 
lence among his followers and 
admirers. 
The United States has much 
to mourn, these days. Innocent 
people, including young chil- 
Gren, have been killed in the 
fire-bombings and in unpro- 
voked attacks on the streets. 
Truly, it is fitting that flags 
should be flown at half-mast, 
not for the reason given, but 
because the nation has been 
shamed by savage rampaging 
such as good citizens never be. 
lieved they would see in this 
proud nation. The murder of 
Dr. King was a dreadful deed, 
but the death of one Negro 
soldier in the ranks of the U 
S. army in Vietnam fighting the 
enemies of his country deser- 
ves flags at half mast а thou- 
sand times more than Dr. King 
ever did. 

To be sure, the roots of the 
violence lie much deeper than 
the death of Dr. King. They 
lie in the philosophy of civil 
disobedience that he and oth- 
ers encouraged for more than 
а decpde. The people of the 
United States are paying a bit- 
ter price for the lawlessness 
ihat has been advocated and 
excused over só many years 
The bitter fruits of years of 
advocates can be seen in the 
demagoguery by "civil rights" 
burned-out homes and stores of 

America's cities. 


Clear-thinking Americans 
also have reason for being 
deeply concerned about the or- 
gv of emotionalism that preced. 
ed the riots and that actually 
may have helped set the stage 
for them. When faced with the 
ugly fact of crime, the way for 
publica leaders to proceed is 
with steely calm and determi- 
nation to apprehend the crimi- 
nal, 


It is imperative that a single 
crime, no matter how shock- 
ing and barbarous, not be over- 
blown or thai public statements 
about the victim not become a 
vehicle for incendiary emotion- 
alism. Unfortunately, this sen- 
sible approach was not follow- 
ed in recent days. 

The first duty of all govern. 
ment bodies is to restore peace, 
to protect life and to guard 
property. The disorders that 
broke out in early April may 
recur again during the long. 
hot summer ahead. Every city 
and state, and chiefly the fed- 
eral government, has ı respon- 
sibility to enforce the law in a 
stern manner and to avoid emo. 
tional entanglements. 

If riots recur, and God for. 
bid that this will happen. the 
way to deal with them is with 
maximum firmness at the be-

‘The Joe I'm talking about 
is Joe Teitelbaum of Narwhal 
Lines and Eagles, Inc., one 2 
the state's largest firms in the 
field of stevedoring, terminal 
operations and general agency 
work for.cargo vessels. 

The ship is the “Jamaica 
Provider” now enroute from 
its birthplace in Germany to 
Miami and Jacksonville for 
carrying cargo between Jama- 
ica and Florida. 

It all began two years ago 
when Teitelbaum, executive 
vice president of Eagle, Inc., 
envisioned an entirely new type 
of cargo ship which could make 
it easier and faster to ship and 
deliver cargo. It also involved 
Teitelbaum's belief that the 
Caribbean with its mushroom- 
ing factories built by Ameri- 
can firms, offered a great new 
outlet for trade, with Miami 
and Jacksonville as the prime 
shipping and receiving cities 

The rapid development of 
the whole Caribbean area finds 
Florida in a most favorable po- 
sition to benefit from increased 
trade with these offshore mar-

—Wish You Were Here

The Tour Members met at 
the Swissair Lounge in Ken- 
nedy Air Port and left at 6:55 
P. M. April 8th. Dinner on the 
plane was served at 9, and the. 
lights were dimmed for three 
hours for people to rest or 
sleep. Just past midnight we 
were served a cold sweet roll 
ard coffee and landed in Lis- 
bon, Portugal at 8:30 A. M., 
having lost six hours. As soon 
as we checked in at the Ritz 
Hotel, we went to bed for some 
much needed rest. 

Our hotel suite has an en- 
Trance, a living room with 
overstuffed furniture and a 
double desk. A balcony over- 
looks the main street. The large 
bathroom is black and white 
marble, complete with а show 
er, heated towel racks and а 
bidet. There are many extra 
conveniences às two large clo- 
sets and a AC plug for 230 or 
110. 

Lisbon is a city of one mil- 
lion four-hunded thousand. 
There is a vast amount of build 
ing going on everywhere — 
nearly all $ or 6 story struc- 
tures. Parks and statues are 
numerous. It never freezes and 
the flowers bloom in profusion 
— iris, calla lillies, bird of 
paradise and tulips. Our guide 
called the many plots of cal 
endulas, "Turkish Carnations.” 
In the old part of the city the 
streets are very narrow, but al- 
most without exception each a- 
partment has a private balcony 
of wrought iron. The newer 
buildings have plain balcon- 
jes, but the majority havs grow- 
ing plants, and often flowers on 
them.

kets. Joe Teitelbaum. with his 
pulse on cargo handling in all 
phases recognized the advant- 
age Florida enjoyed and realiz- 
ed that if we are to make the 
most of it, steps should be 
taken to provide the most mod- 
ern facilities and shipping equip 
ment 

Recognizing this urgent need 
Joe began thinking about an 
entirely new type of cargo ship 
that would speed up operations 
and reduce cost and time of 
such operations. He consulted 
Sir Roland Symonette, then 
Premier of the Bahamas and 
out of this conference came 
the formation of Narwhal 
Lines, a shipping firm. They 
began operation with two con- 
ventional type vessels, but with 
trade increasing by leaps and 
bounds it became imperative 
that a huge new type vessel was 
needed to meet the demand for 
cargo space and fast movement 
of materials between Bahaman 
and Florida ports. Joe came 
up with plans for the “Jamai- 
ca Provider”, а 300 foot-long, 
sleek ship which could hold 
up to 40 giant trailers, trippl- 
ing the capacity of ships now 
in operation. 

An order was placed with J. 


J. Seites of Hamburg, Germany 
one of the world's foremost 
builders of cargo ships to con- 
struct the new vessel. Design 
was entirely different from con- 
ventional ships. Nothing like it 
had ever been designed or built 
before. The 300-feet vessel fea- 
tures a roll on - roll off — 
hydraulically operated ramp 
which permits cargo to be plac 
ed on the dock and literally rol 
Jed onto the ship, without the 
use of cranes or booms. In ad- 
dition the vessel features ap- 
proximately 100 feet of un- 
obstructed main deck area for 
the carriage of heavy type 
pieces of equipment such as 
transformers, etc. The main 
trailer deck is entirely free of 
columns, engine casings, and 
the like, thereby providing easy 
access, maneuvering and load. 
ing of trailers as well as all 
other types of cargo. 

The boat that Joe built was 
launched Dec. 16, 1967. Af- 
ter fisting and test trials it 
left Germany at 17 knots for 
Miami where it will go on ser- 
vice between Kingston, Jamai- 
ca and Jacksonville and Miami, 
Florida. И will make weekly 
runs between these ports and 
speed up trade.

This is the first of a weekly 
series intended to provide in- 
formation on pesticide appli- 
cation and practice to the grow- 
ers in the Glades area. 

My reporting is not intended 
to usurp the fine work being 
done by John Causey, the 
County Agriculture Agent. 
This column's purpose, rather, 
is to make known directly some 
of the written information a- 
vailable to the grower. By do- 
ing this I hope to accomplish 
two purposes: 1) your time 
and effort, with pesticides, can 
be utilized more efficiently, and 
2) the chances of pesticide resi- 
due violations on your crops 
can be reduced. 

My qualifications for writ- 
ing this column should be men- 
tioned. 1 am a chemist with the 
Florida Department of Agri- 
culture, in charge of the pesti- 
cide residue lab in the Glades 
arra. Along with inspector Bob 
Jones and technician Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Collier, we analyze vege- 
tables to determine amounts 
of pesticide present. 

Our work serves two purpos- 
es. First, and foremost, it is to 
provide a service to the grower 
so that you may know your 
crops are within federal pesti- 
cide tolerance. when they 
reach market. Secondarily, we 
act as an enforcement agency, 
when necessary, to guarantee 
10 the consumer that he will not 
buy food hazardous to health. 

The laws of the State of 
Florida, governing pesticide 
residues on crops, are essen- 

Шу the same as those of-the 
Food and Drug Admin- 
istration (FDA). This stands 
to reason, since we function to 
protect the grower from less of 
his crop resulting in’ shipping 
it across the State line above 
tolerance. In addition Florida 
has similar laws, *of its own, 
regulating shipment within the 
State. 

All of this brings up the 
questioh, "What is a toler- 
ance?" It is simply the amount 
of a chemical that can safely 
remain ofa crop, when har- 
vested. without possible dan 


to the consumer. Tolerances 
are decided upon by the FDA. 

Four basic divisions exist 
concerning tolerances: A fixed 
tolerance above zero, zero tol- 
erance, no tolerance establish- 
ed, and exempt from tolerance. 

'A fixed tolerance is given to 
a pesticide on a specific food, 
when a residue is to be expec- 
ted at harvest. The tolerance 
is set at the maximum amount, 
which still guarantees safety 
when consumed; maxi- 
mum allowed DDT on endive, 
cabbage and celery is seven 
parts per million (ppm). 

‘Another pesticide is given a 
zero tolerance for one of sev- 
eral reasons: A safe level in 
the diet has not been determin- 
ed, the pesticide may be ex- 
tremely dangerous, or all resi- 
due is nofmally removed, pri- 
or to harvest, by washing the 
vegetable, weathering, etc. An 
example is Sevin used on eggs 
and wheat. 

A third pesticide, when used 
correctly, will leave no residue 
at harvest. No tolerance is es- 
tablished for the pesticide. 
Therefore, any residue found 
constitutes a violation. The 
same ruling is given also (for 
a specific crop) where a pesti- 
cide has a tolerance set for 
certain trops, but it has not 
been established for the crop 
in question. This may or may 
not constitute a violation, if 
residue is found, depending on 


the pesticide and the crop. An 
example is endurin used on 
peanuts. 


Last, a chemical may be ex- 
empt from a tolerance because 
is considered safe for con- 
sumption; e.g., sulfur and most 
copper compounds. 

From tbe preceding, it may 
appear that seven parts of DDT 
per million parts of endive is 
а small amount. It is. However, 
if the label is followed during 
application, it is generally easy 
to end up with far below the 
maximum amount allowed.
